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0. A.S. Group Says Reds’ Split | 
Has Spurred Latin Subversion

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13-—-An 
inter-American security com- 
mission warned today that the 
Soviet-Chinese quarrel has in- 
creased Communist subversive 
activitics in Latin America, 


‘In its report for 1964, the 
Special Consultative Commis- 
‘sion on Security of the Organi- 
ization of American States con- 
cluded that pro-Soviet and pro- 
Chinese Communists in Latin 
‘America were competing to 
rove the validityp of their doc- 
trines, and that this contest 
“constitutes in many’ countries 
a greater incentive for the ap- 
plication of violent methods.” 
{ The controversy arises from 
conflicting viewpoints on Com- 
‘munist strategy abroad, Moscow 
ie santends that peaceful measurcs 
cary, best advance the Commu- 
nist cause; Peking favors rev- 
olution. ; 

The commission's report 
stressed that this doctrinal dif- 
ference was the basis for the 
developing splits ‘within the 
Communist parties in Latin 
America, But it also noted that 
in some instances, notably in 
Venezuela, the pro-Soviet groups 
find it convenient to support 
the insurrectional policy. 

The nine-man commission, 
headed by Carlos Angulo Rucda 
of .Colombia, found that the 
hemisphere’s intelligence and 
security organs were not coop- 
erating. satisfactorily > despite 
‘repeated recommendations by |:

O.A.S. to “convoke as soon as 
possible a ministerial-level inter-
